Impugn, or Diſown the Royal Authority of William and Mary, King and 
Queen of Scotland; But tnat all the Leiges render their Durtitul Obcdi- 
ence to Their Majeſtics; And that none preſume to Miſcunitrue the 
Proceeding of the Eſtates, or to create Jealouſies, or Milayprehenfions 
of the Mecting of the Government ; but that all the Miniltcrs of 
the Goſpel, within the Kingdom Publickly Pray tor King William and 
Queen Mary, as King and Queen ot this Realm : And the Eflarcs do Rc- 
quire the Miniſters within the Citv of Edinbur gh, under the pain of DUNS 
deprived and loſing their Bencfices, ro Read this Proclamation pu lickly 
from their Pulpits, upon Sznday next, being the 14th. Inſtant, at the end 
of their Forcnoons Sermon ; And the Miniſters on this ſide of the River 
of 7ay, to Read the ſame upon Sunday thereafter, the 21/7. Inſtant; And 
thoſe be-north 7ay, upon the 28h. Inſtant, under the pain atoreſaid ; Di 
charging thereby the Proclamation of the Council, Dated the 16th. of 
September. 1686. to be Read hercafrer in Churches. And the Eſtares do 
Prohibir and Diſcharge, any Injury to be oftered by any Perſon whatſo- 
ever, to any Miniſter of the Goſpel, cither in Churches or Mceting- 
Houſes, who are preſently in the Poſted; on and Exerciſe of their Miniſtry 
therein, they behaving themſelyes as becomes , under the preſent Govern- 
mc: : And Ordains th Proclamation to be Publiſhed at the Mercat-Croſs 
c: Edinburgh, with all ordinary Solemnities, that none may pretend Igno- 
rance.
